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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: Claim 1 1 recites computer readable medium. The specification does not 
provide proper antecedent basis for this term. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37

3. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed in detail wherein the set of 
documents are interrelated through a non-thread historical tree structure (see Applicant's remarks 
of January 15, 2008 conceming Bellotti et al '287); said document including a GUID for the 
document itself (SelfGUlD), a GUID indicating an original predecessor document (OriginGUID) 
and a GUID indicating an immediate predecessor parent document (ParentGUlD); proposing at 
least one list of recipients of said new document according to said potential recipient 
classifications. USPN 7,272,800 does not disclose proposing at least one list of recipients of said 
new document according to said potential recipient classifications as claimed in detail. USPN 
6,216,122 does not disclose proposing at least one list of recipients of said new document 
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according to said potential recipient classifications as claimed in detail and an OriginGUlD and 
ParentGUID as claimed in detail.
